city. 

“I sincerely believe that all 
of the people of St. Louis can 
enthusiast support the al- 
locations : of bond issue in 
every respect.” 

Expects Hearty Response. 

Alderman Anton Niemeyer, 
selected for vice president of the 
board at a caucus of the Demo- 
cratic majority last week, said 
the Mayor's request would meet 
with a hearty response. 

“I understand bills are being 
prepared for introduction at the 
first meeting tomorrow,” he 
said. “They could be passed by 
next Thyrsday if the board 
agrees to meet on three consecu- 
tive days and I see no reason 
why it would not do so.

NEW DELHI, April 18 (AP)—

the export of the animals. Pre- 
viously the sources reported the 
government had agreed to re- 
lax its tight restrictions only 
after the American National 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis established an agent here to 
assume responsibility for the 
monkeys while in transit. 

The foundation had been 
given until the end of June to 
set up an agent. 

However, the government 
now has granted permits for 
several shipments during the 
next few weeks. Apparently the 
new leniency resulted from the 
success of the tests of the vac- 
cine,

Hagerty confirmed that Stump 
brought “part” of the new infor- 
mation on the Red buildup to 
the President. “We knew about 
it before then,” Hagerty said, 
“but Adm. Stump did bring part 
of the information here.’’) 

Dulles’s remarks yesterday ap- 
peared to raise a question 
whether a Communist attack in 
the Formosa strait might jibe 
pretty closelv with the time- 
table which figured in the Car- 
ney stories. 

Shortly after they were writ- 
ten last month Mr. Eisenhower 
said at a news conference that 
he had no information ingicat- 
ing the Reds planned any early 
attack in the Formosa strait. In 
an implied rebuke to Carney, 
the President said talk about the 
possibility of war did nothing 
to advance the cause of peace. 

Other Points Discussed. 

Dulles, who flew from Wash- 
ington for yesterday’s meeting 
with Mr. Eisenhower, gave this 
summary of other aspects of 
their review of world problems: 

1. It appears “the Soviet Un- 
ion now is willing to alter its 
10-year stubborn policy of 
maintaining indefinitely Red 
forces of occupation in Austria.” 
But Dulles added “nothing 
should be taken for granted” on 
the basis of last week’s negotia- 
tions between Russia and Aus- 
tria on an Austrian independ- 
ence treaty. 

2. Because of the develop- 
ments looking toward an Aus- 
trian treaty, the prospects for 
a Big Four conference are “en- 
couraging” if “the full facts (on 
the Moscow negotiations) do not 
disillusion us.” Dulles declined 
to be pinned down as to whether 
he was talking about a confe:- 
ence of the chiefs of staff or at 
a lower level. . 

3. The situation in Viet Nam 
in Southeast Asia, where the 
United States is trying to pre- 
vént any new Communist aggres- 
sion, is “difficult,” but there is 
“no reason for discouragement.” 
The Viet Nam central govern- 
ment, Dulles said, is grappling 
with the problem of bringing 
about national unity. 

4. There has been “steady 
progress toward putting into 
effect the Paris agreements to 
rearm West Germany and re- 
store its sovereignty, and to- 
ward creation of a Western 
European Union.

Truman apparently had Re- 
publican criticism in mind when 
he reviewed the situation in the 
world when the U.N. came into 
being in 1945. He also reminded 
the Senators that a direct at- 
tack on Japan would have meant 
tremendous American losses. 
The late Secretary of War 
Henry L. Stimson “informed me 
that it could cost 1,000,000 
American casualties to take 
Japan,” he sajd. 

“We signed the (U.N.) charter 
at San Francisco with a clear 
realization that the charter it- 
self was not enough to guaran- 
tee world peace,” Truman said. 
“This is something you should 
always have in mind when you 
consider amending the charter 
today.”

Nasser also refrained from di- 
rectly mentioning defense. alli- 
ances, including the Turkish- 
Iraqi pact which Egypt has bit- 
terly opposed. But he said: 

“The game of power politics 
in which small nations can be 
used as tools must be stopped 
if existing international tensien 
will come to an end. The im- 
position by big powers of cer- 
tain policies or the sake of their 
selfish interest has the damag- 
‘ing effect of isolating the small 
nations and weakening the ties 
of unity and community of in- 
terest existing between them, 
thus causing them to ‘all under 
the grip of foreign domination.

The inaugural session of the 
week-long- meeting—first of its 
kind—was a mass of vivid colors 
as the 400 delegates in their

Fire Spread Rapidly. 

“Intense fire developed and 
spread rapidly to the right wing, 
while the whole interior of the 
aircraft, including the cockpit, 
was filled with thick smoke.” 

With smoke reducing visibil- 
ity and the hydraulic system 
failing to work, the pilot decid- 
ed to land on the water. 

“The descent was made in ex- 
ceptionally difficult circum- 
stances and the aircraft touched 
the water with some force and 
sank almost immediately.”

Mr. and Mrs. Frank George 
and daughters, Diane, 12 years 
old, and Vicki, 6, found an an- 
swer by living for three days 
on such rations in their home. 
They had no running water, no 
gas and no electricity. 

Their collie, Pat, went through 
the ordeal with them—all for 
the sake of civil defense. 

They found that their chief 
enemy was boredom. 

“We overcame that many 
times by setting definite times 
for different activities,” said 
Mrs. George. “Two o'clock 
might be parchesi time, 3 o’clock 
time for Diane to practice the 
piano and for Vicki to color pic- 
tures.” 


The family agreed that fore- 
going running water was the

dishes and pans with damp pa- 
per towels. 

The Georges came up with 
suggestions for modifying the 
contents of survival kits. Be- 
cause refrigeration may not be 
available, they said, small cans 
of milk should be substituted 
for large, and medium sized 
cans of fruit juices for large. 

The kits should contain more 
meat and soup, more instant 
coffee. The second day’s menu 
should be the most substantial, 
the family believes, because that 
day morale seems to be at the 
lowest ebb. 

They also say that pet food 
and first aid should be includ- 
ed in kits, because “pets aré al- 
most part of the family.” 

Also recommended is a can- 
dle for each person, instead of 
two candles, standard equip- 
ment with their kit.

U.S. Critics at Bandung Answered 
By Adam Powell on Racial Issue 


Red Writers Listen Incredulously as Con- 
gressman Says Bias Is on Wane—He 
Réfutes Charges Point by Point.

BANDUNG, Indonesia, April 
18—The dream of any American 
Congressman—to appear at a 
foreign conference not particu- 
larly cordial to the United States 
and to win acclaim with flashing 
oratory—almost came to life yes- 
terday for Representative Adam 
Clayton Powell «Dem.). New 
York, 

Powell, who is pastor of the 
Abyssinia Baptist church in Har- 
lem, did all right, but the jour- 
nalists from Moscow who were 
drawn to Powell's hotel on the 
notion he might “say something 
rogressive” listened with sneer- 
ne incredulity. 

“Unconvincing,” said the ‘re- 
porter from Pravda, the Com- 
munist party newspaper, after 
Powell had commented on the 
condition of Negroes in the 
United States. 

The Red reporter had lost in- 
terest as soon as it became ap- 
parent Powell was not going to 
confirm. Moscow’s conviction 
that Negroes weré* being mis- 
treated in the United States. 
100 Writers at Conference. 
About 100 reporters were pres- 
ent, including several Asians. 
At the outset Powell assured 
the correspondents that the 
American government is not hos- 
tile to the Asian-African confer- 
ence. 

Powell said “racism in the 
United States is on the way out. 
Second class citizenship is on the 
way out. A peaceful revolution 
has occurred over night.” 

It was at this point that Ralph 
Parker of the London Daily 
Worker put his notebook away. 

“A few years ago Washington 
Was an open cesspool of United 
States democracy,” Powell con- 
tinued. “Today it is a place of 
complete equality—every hotel, 
restaurant, amusement place, 
school and golf course is com- 
pletely integrated.” 

An Indonesian correspondent 
remarked that Powell looked 
lightskinned for a Negro. Yes, 
replied Powell, but his grand- 
father had been a slave. “I am 
only two generations removed 
from slavery,” he -dded. 

‘Mark of Distinction.’ 

It is a mark of distinction in 
the United States to be a Negro, 
Powell said. “To be a Negro is 
no longer a stigma.” 

“I read in a book,” persisted 
the Indonesian, “that Negroes 
with mixed blood cannot adjust 
themselves to either Negro or 
white society in the United 
States.”

rectional institutions. 
Unanswered Question. 

Also still undecided is the 
question of whether one or more 
new maximum or minimum 
security prisons should be con- 
structed elsewhere in the state 
to relieve overcrowding at the 
penitentiary. The overcrowded 
conditions and the incarceration 
of minimum and maximum se- 
curity prisoners in the same in- 
stitution ‘have been sharply 
criticized by all those who have 
studied the Missouri problem. 

The study committee said 
these problems are “impossible 
to answer” at this time and re- 
quire thorough and continued 
study. It contended these mat- 
ters should be considered by the 
permanent legislative study 
committee. 

In its report the special study 
group declared that prison in- 
dustries in Missouri “are dismal 
failures.” They have not only 
been financially unsound, but 
have failed to give sufficient 
employment and training to in- 
mates, the committee found. 

It reported that only a third 
of the 3400 convicts had employ-

If this condition is al- 
the possibility of a truly reha- 
bilitation program within our 
correctional system.” 


It urged that a long-range 
plan be developed for prison in- 
dustries and farms, and that an 
industrial advisory board of 
three labor and three business 
representatives be appointed to 
help formulate the programs. 
It called also for a well-defined 
policy of state use of prison 
made goods. 


The group declared it is im- 
perative that additional peniten- 
tiary guards be employed, and 
urged that their salaries be in- 
creased to attract better-quali- 
fied persons. It said the guards 
should be uniformed and be 
given ‘an indoctrination course 
of study when first employed. 
Continuous classroom instruction 
should follow, the report added. 

Other Recommendations 

Most of the other major rec- 
ommendations are included in 
the pending House bill for re- 
organization of the penal system. 
These are: 


1. Establish three new divi- 
sions in the department to 
deal with prison industries, 
prison farms and inmate edu- 
cation. 

2. Require removal of of- 
fices of department director 
from penitentiary, and make 
director responsible for over- 
all supervision of all divisions 
on matters of policy and pro- 
cedure. 

3. Give wardens and super- 
visors of all correctional in- 
stitutions immediate control 
over their institutions. 

4. Eliminate the system of 
“tips” to inmates assigned to 
prison industries and pay 
them no more than 10 per 
cent of any profits. 

5. Establish grade-school 
and high school curricula for 
inmates at the penitentiary 
and Algoa Reformatory. 

6. Provide a full-time prison 
physician and educational di- 
rector. 

The special legislative com- 
mittee also recommended that 
a rule against gambling be 
strictly enforced. For years, 
prison officials have followed a 
lenient policy toward inmate 
gambling in the penitentiary. 

Bar on Free Meals Urged. 

It urged that the practice of 
serving free meals to visiting 
groups, including legislators, be 
discontinued ahd that a charge 
be made for such meals. For 
many years prison officials have 
invited members of the legisla- 
ture once during each session 
to. eat at the prison farm, where 
full-course steak or turkey din- 
ners were served without cost. 
Other state officials, representa- 
tives of educational and service 
groups and newspapermen also 
have been dined at the prison 
farm or at the penitentiary.

He headed a group of nation* 
ally prominent scientists who 
comprised the emergency com- 
mittee of atomic scientists, 
formed “to advance the use of 
atomic energy in ways benefi- 
cial to mankind.” 

He was a member of a com- 
mittee of 15 famous scientists, 
formed in 1948, as the Scientists’ 


Committee on Loyalty Problems,.} 


to provide a fair deal for scien- 
tists accused of disloyalty to the 
United States. 

In a foreword to a book by 
Henry Wallace, “Toward World 
Peace,” Einstein described the 
1948 presidential candidate as a 
man who “can save us from the 


threatening domestic and inter- | 


national situation.”

A stubborn free thinker, he 
clashed often and bitterly with 
congressional Communist hunt- 
ers. He once advised a witness 
not to co-operate with Senator 
Joseph R. McCarthy in a Senate 
subcommittee hearing into a 
Communist espionage. 

Einstein once denied a charge 
by an avowed former Communist 
before McCarthy’s subcommittee 
that he accepted money in 1945 
from an organization later de- 
clared subversive. : 

He marked his seventy-fifth 
birthday by calling on citizens 
of his adopted country to defy 
“inquisitions” into their political 
affiliations. 

He hated conformists, proudly 
deseribing himself as an “in- 
corrigible non-conformist.” 

Einstein purposedly avoided 
using “unnecessary” words in 
his conversation and never both- 
ered to cram known facts into 
his mind. He was asked whether 
he knew the speed of sound. 

“I don’t know,” he replied. 
“I don’t crowd my memory ~~ 
facts that I can easily find in 
an encyclopedia.”

The commis- 
sion noted that the corps did not 
actually have this many batteries 
on hand, but it cited the stock 
level as an example of padded 
and “unrealistic” goals. 

The commission found little 
interchange of surplus goods 
among government agencies. In 
fact, it said, one agency often 
pays commercial prices for an 
item which another agency is 
Selling as surplus at a severe 
loss. 

For example, it said of three 
billion dollars in goods declared 
excess by the military, only 105,- 
000,000 was redistributed for 
use by other military agencies. 


Surplus and Foreign Aid. 


The commission urged much 
more extensive use of surplus 
supplies in the United States 
foreign aid program. It said tax- 
payers pay for new products to 
send abroad while some gov- 
ernment agencies already have 
a surplus of the same products 
on hand.

Louis POST-DISPATCH For Hardened Arteries 


Everybody who drives a car or rides a bus 
knows that St. Louis suffers from hardening of 
the arteries. Traffic congestion plagues every 
section of the city every day, and whenever a 
powder of snow faintly alters the surface the 
resulting tie-up is something to talk about—as 
everybody does. 

After so much talk, voters will have a chance 


to do something about the city's ailing circula-: 


tory system when they vote May 26 on the bond 
issue proposed by Mayor Tucker and the Sidney 
Maestre citizens’ committee. The largest share 
of the bond issue—more than $43,000,000—would 
be spent for a bold program of street and ex- 
pressway development. 

Most public attention has been fixed upon 
the three radial expressways — Mark Twain, 
Daniel Boone and Ozark—wWhich the state and 
federal governments will finance if the city pays 
one-half the cost of the right-of-way. These would 
take the largest chunks of bond issue money and 
would make the most spectacular showing. But 
the program would not stop there. . 

For example, more than $4,000,000 would be 
spent to develop a new major trafficway parallel- 
ing heavily burdened Lindell boulevard. Taking 
off from Market street at Compton, this route 
would follow Forest Park boulevard to Kings- 
highway, then parallel the Wabash right of way 
across a corner of Forest Park to Union and 
finally head west to Skinker boulevard along the 
abandoned Rock Island right of way. 

This will be recognized as approximately the 
original route proposed for the Daniel Boong 
expressway. A local trafficway, on which truck 
traffic can be prohibited, will provide much- 


needed relief north of Forest Park while the new™ 


Daniel Boone route eases conditions on the 
south. 

Nor is this all. By street widening and viaduct 
construction, north-south traffic relief would be 
provided along McCausland avenue, Morganford 
and Tower Grove, Spring avenue, Jefferson 
avenue and Fourteenth street. A truck highway 
would be built-east of North Broadway. Vande- 
venter and Southwest avenue would be widened 
for better access to the southwest. East-west 
traffic would be given a new route between 
South Broadway and Gravois near Hampton. 

For anybody who has lost time, money or pa- 
tience in traffic congestion, the prospect of such 
long overdue improvements should be exciting. 
It will take a “Yes” vote on May 26 to make 
the prospect a reality. 
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Not Necessarily So , 

Quotation marks are significant things. Th 
Associated Press reports that Democratic leaders 
have bowed to the South by offering a compro- 
mise in the long argument over a party “loyalty 
oath.” Those quotation marks suggest that “‘loy- 
alty oath” is what some persons call the subject, 
but the label is not necessarily so. 

As the A.P. relates, a committee led by former 
National Chairman Stephen A. Mitchell has sug- 
gested a new “loyalty” rule for the 1956 cam- 
paign. This rule would require state party groups 
in naming convention delegates to try to assure 
proper party listing for the party’s candidates. 

Two things can be said of this rule. One is 
that it has next to nothing to do with loyalty. 
The rule does not prevent Democrats from be- 
coming Dixiecrats or starting third parties. It 
does not compel reluctant Southerners to pledge 
to support their party’s candidates, in advance 
or otherwise. It only asks them to see that the 
candidates are listed on the ballot as Democrats. 

Moreover, the proposed rule is no more of a 
compromise than the rule adopted at the 1952 
convention. It is almost the same rule, in fact. 
Of course, even that idea seemed highly unrea- 
sonable to a few Southerners who felt the right 
of secession to be historically thetrs. 

No doubt the Republican party will be gleeful 
about this continued and disruptive Democratic 
concern for a misnamed, misrepresented pledge. 
The Republicans do not have too much trouble 
about loyalty before their candidates are 
chosen. Their difficulties seem to develop after 
their candidates are in office. ~ 
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Needs at Southern Illinois U. 

As our Southern Illinols readers know, the 
Post-Dispatch has often given attention to the 
educational needs of Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity at Carbondale, now greatly increased by a 
phenomenally growing student enrollment. 

Budgetary problems are pressing at Springfield 
—so pressing that Gov. Stratton is proposing an 
increase in the state sales tax from two to three 
cents. Because of this the prospect is that South- 
ern Illinois, University will not be as well off 
relatively for the biennium, 1955-57, as after 
it was given a separate board of trustees in the 
Stevenson Administration and the university be- 
gan for the first time to get its due. 

Sooner or later the State of Illinois must face 
up to the question of how to correlate its tax- 
supported universities and colleges so that each 
will be provided for according to its true needs. 
Wisconsin is just now in the process of enacting 
a bill to create an over-all board with sub-boards 
for individual institutions. Meantime the Legis- 
lature cannot shut its eyes to the 52 per cent in- 
crease in students at Southern Illinois University, 

That speaks even more effectively than the 
S.1LU.’s articulate president, Dr. Delyte W. Mor- 
ris. If there are to be 2000 more students at 
Carbondale in the next two years, as is forecast, 
there must be provision for them. 
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Elections in Great Britain 

Great Britain will go to the polls on May 26 
with the odds in favor of the Conservatives win- 
ning the first really comfortable working majori- 
tv in the House of Commons since the postwar 
Attlee cabinet could count on 393 Labor votes 
against only 247 for the combined opposition. 

The seriousness of the times has stopped most 
purely partisan maneuvering. Deaths and by- 
elections gave the Conservatives a more or less 
stable majority of about 30, but this is con- 
siderably less than adequate in a chamber of 
625 members. The lack of real issues—with Op- 
position Leader Attlee frequently speaking in 
support of Prime Minister Churchill—did much 
to keep Britain on an even keel. 

This same lack of issues should help to win 
a sizable majority for the new Prime Minister, 
Sir Anthony Eden. Most of the Laborites, for

example, favor Sir Anthony's foreign policy. 


Except for repealing.a few of Labor’s indus- 
trial nationalization laws, the Conservatives have 
made no real changes in the economy. Nationali- 
zation is.a dead horse Yritish workers continue 


to enjoy the prospen% chey gained under Labor. 


This as much as his colleagues’ respect for his 
abilities has lifted the Chancellor of the. Ex- 
chequer, R. A. Butler, into a posijion almost as 
strong as that of Sir Anthony himself. 

In the facg¢ of this Conservative strength,. 
there is Labor weakness, The party now is with- 
out men of the stature of Sir Stafford Cripps 
and Ernest Bevin. It is more badly divided than 
before by the back-down on the expulsion ¢f 
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Aneurin Bevan. That leader, in turn, is embar- 
rassed’ by the extreme left-wingers who have 
made themselves his camp-followers. 

Since in any event the House of Commons is 
approaching the end of its five-year term, Eden 
is justified in his desire to start from scratch, 
to try for a legislature which will reflect the 
present state of British opinion and which could 
at least make his home problems easier, no mat~- 
ter how difficult foreign relations may continue 
in this almost-hot and cold war world. ° 
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U.of Missouri Keeps a Good Man 

Considering these paramount factors: the man, 
the institution and the crisis that confronts the 
University of Missouri, it is clear that the board 
of curators acted wisely in making Dr. Elmer 
Ellis president of the State University. 

A member of the history faculty since 1930, 


dean of the college of arts and science since” 


1946 and acting president from last September, 
the highly experienced Dr. Ellis also is young 
enough at 53 to provide the vigorous leadership 
that is so needed at the University of Missouri. 
Since World War II ended, the school has been 
faced with the problems of crowded classrooms, 
rapidly expanding enrollment and a low faculty 


‘pay scale. .James A. Finch Jr., president of the 


Board of Curators, says that one of the principal 
factors in the choice of Dr. Ellis was the’ ‘great 
zeal” he has.shown in keeping the school high 
among state universities despite its problems. 

But there is a limit to what President Ellis 
can do. Educators kMow from population pro- 
jections that college and university enrollments 
will continue to rise. This means the load at 
Columbia is going to become too great unless 
the State Legislature does what it should do— 
appropriate the funds the university needs. 

Only two weeks ago, Mr. Finch told the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee that unless “the 
issues of betterysalaries and more classrooms” 
were met squarely “we soon will become a sec- 
ond-rate institution.” The establishment of Dr. 
Ellis as head of the university is an excellent 
time for the legislators to come through with 
the funds. that are so urgently needed. 

Or does the State Legislature, which remained 
indifferent to the needs at the State Penitentiary 
until disaster struck, intend to ignore the needs 
of the State University until it drops to the ranks 
of the second-rate institutions? 
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Look at the Slate 

State and city Republican leaders are con- 
cerned over the weak political leadership shown 
in the recent St. Louis elections, and they have 
a right to be. With Democratic aldermen too 
often working ‘against a Democratic mayor, and 
with two Democrats convicted of selling favors, 
the Republicans had a lot on their side. Still 
they were overwhelmed in a diffident election. 

The results showed, as G.O.P. leaders freely 
admit, effects of feuding in top leadership, lack 
of money—and lack of interest. Granting all 
that, however, it always seems strange when 
political leaders are so intensely concerned over 
election techniques but not so concerned over 
what they had to offer in the election. 

In the city campaign the Republicans offered 
aldermanic candidates who, in general, could 
barely be distinguished from the Democrats. 
The G.O.P. record on aldermanic courtesy, for 
example, was not quite but almost as bad as that 
of the Democrats. And that is no way to chal- 
lenge a party in power. 

If one lesson ought to stick in the trunk of 
the Republican elephant, it is the necessity for 
offering the voters a distinctive choice in men 
and issues. Strong candidates are as important 
as strong organization. 
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' Civic Test in Collinsville 

Four years ago a young instructor in govern- 
ment at St. Louis University, Louis Jackstadt, 
was elected Mayor of Collinsville. He and a ma- 
jority of the City Council have compiled an 
excellent record. 

They have taken the community out of a long- 
persisting red and put it comfortably in the 
black. They have seen to it that the commer- 
cialized gambling which once brought Collinsville 
into disrepute has been kept out. They have 
made it their business to attend council meetings 
regularly, to vote and to work hard on city 
projects. Thanks to Mayor Jackstadt and others 
who went to work with their hands, there is now 
a city park—after 30 years of talk about a park. 

This record goes on the line Tuesday when 
Mayor Jackstadt and Commissioners George 
Gass and Harry Hall ask re-election. If they 
are returned they will constitute a majority of 
the five voting members of the council, no mat- 
ter who the two new commissioners may be. It 
is up to the voters of Collinsville to decide at 
the polls whether they want their community 
to continue its remarkable progress—or to risk 
slipping back to unnecessary debt, unpaid em- 
ployes and cofnmerecialized gambling and feap- 
pearance of underworld characters who hang 
around where the law is flouted. 

Will Collinsville reward service? Will it vote 
for itself? Only its own people can answer.

St. Louis Criminal Courts’ Clerk James H. 
McAteer has asked the Missouri Senate not to 
act on his request for a $2500-a-year pay rise 
lest it jeopardize increments totaling $10,200 
for other employes in his office. All the pay 
proposals are wrapped up in a single bill. 

Like several other officials Mr. McAteer was 


. angling to get around the constitutional pro- 


hibition against increasing the salary of an 
elected official during his term of office. His 
change of heart is commendable. Gov. Donnelly 
quite properly vetoed one such measure, and he 
will be as right as can be if he takes the same 
action with any others that reach his desk.

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Labor’s Big Test: Guaranteed Wage Between Book Ends

says; unions say industrial workers deserve regular pay as much as 
others; some companies are opposed; social revolution involved.

One of the biggest tests in the history 
of organized labor in the United States 
has begun. 

Workers who are paid by the hour 
and hired by the week want to be paid 
by the year and guaranteed annual em- 
ployment. 

The issue is this: Shall the men who 
work in blue jeans in the mass-produc- 
tion industry have the kind of employ- 
ment regularity customarily attributed 
to white collar workers? 

The auto workers have started nego- 
tiations with giant 
General Motors for 
“GAW” (guaran- 
teed annual wage); 
they are beginning 
talks with Ford; the 
big steel workers 
are close behind; 
the electric ‘work- 
ers have already 
started a prelimin- 
ary drive for the 
Same goal; and the 
rest of organized 
labor waits expect- 
antly. The AFL and 
the CIO have just 
united into the 
most powerful labor 
phalanx in United States history. Many 
observers think the guaranteed annual 
wage will either bring a social revolu- 
tion or a period of industrial tarbulence. 

Walter P. Reuther, head of the CIO’s 
United Automobile Workers, seems to 
have staked’ his personal prestige on 
getting the annual wage for his union.

Payjng industrial workers in Ameri- 
ca’s huge mass-production basic indus- 
tries an annual wage postulates little 
short of a social revolution, for it would 
require a degree of regularity em- 
ployment. such as the United States 
has never before seen. 


Wage Plan Is Not New 


This makes this new drive something 
to watch, whether from the economic, 
political or sociological viewpoint. 

White-collar workers traditionally have 
greater regularity of employment than 
the, men in overalls at the assembly 
lines or fiery blast furnaces. 


Now trade union leaders argue that | 


industrial workers are morally and eco- 
nomically justified in getting a year- 
round wage. 4 

The GAW is not a new thing in Amer- 
fica, even for others than white-collar 
workers. 

The biggest soap manufactureg, Proc- 
ter & Gamble, has had it for 22 years. 
Six thousand workers are covered by 
the plan, and Richard R. Deupree, chair- 
man of the company, enthusiastically 
told a Wall Street Journal reporter 
March 2, that regular year-round em-

ployment “is so economical in the oper- 
ation of business that it is hard to see 
why manufacturers have not made more 
progress toward guaranteed annual em- 
ployment.” 

Other GAW firms are George A. Hor- 
mel & Co., Austin, Minn., and Nunn- 
Bush Shoe Co., Milwaukee. Once having 
taken the step of guaranteeing annual 
employment, officials say they have 
had a big inducement to stabilize pro- 
duction and plan efficiently. Employes’ 
morale is increased, they say. 

But soap, meat, and shoes are one 
thing—cars, steel ingots, and electrical 
contrivances are something else again. 


What of Seasonal Industry ? 


For the first group of products there 
is a steady, year-round demand. Even 
in a trade slump, people are going to 
buy soap. But they are not going to buy 
new cars, new refrigerators, or similar 
steel products. 

Furthermore, the consumer who buys 
a new car customarily buys it in spring 
or summer, not in the fall or winter. 
How can workers be paid by the year in 
a seasonal, cyclical industry? 

To which unionists like Mr. Reuther 
say (or at any rate imply): The time 
has come to change national habits, 
first. those of the mass-production in- 


* dustries, second—if necessary—those of 


the American consumer. The moral right 


‘ of workers to annual employment is 


considered great enough to justify pro- 
found social changes. 

Dialectically, Mr. Reuther may have 
a case, but practically he is asking for a 
social revolution, auto industry heads 
say. There is no question that they are 
thoroughly unhappy over the demand. 
It comes at a time of tense rivalry be- 
tween General Motors and Ford. Nego- 
tiations can last to May 29 at GM, to 
June 1 at Ford. After that, workers 
could strike if settlement isn’t reached. 

Another pressure is the introduction 
of fantastically efficient automatic ma- 
chinery and tools which almost think 
for themselves. This is generically called 
“automation.” Putting it in a nutshell, 
the big steel industry is now operating 
at the same rate it did in 1953, but 
with 70,000 fewer employes. This means 
that the productivity of the individual 
employe has risen. . 


The Contest of Giants 


Where does this end? Ask the work- 
ers. The Reuther answer is: Either sta- 
bilize production to give employes 48 
or 50 weeks of work a year, or add 
enough employment insurance benefits 
to give workers regular take-home pay 
during slack periods. 

A feature of the social life of Ameri- 
ca is that as industrial giants have 
grown, trade unions have grown, too. 

What the country is seeing now is a 
bargaining contest of giants. 

If the big companies accept 'GAW, 
the smaller ones are likely to follow. 
But here another ‘social problem rises. 
Big companies might have a competitive 
capacity for stabilizing employment that 
smaller companies could not afford. 
What would happen to smaller firms? . 

There are all sorts of implications in 
the new drive which make it a land- 
mark in negotiations.

Handel’s Life in London 


HANDEL, by Offon Erich Deutsch, (Norton, 942 
pas., $10.) 

In 1947 Otto Erich Deutsch published 
his first documentary biography, a 
“Life of Schubert,”’ and he has how fol- 
lowed this up with a far more success- 
ful ene of Handel. By means of letters, 
extracts from journals, private papers, 
statements of accounts, etc., he presents 
a detailed background of the composer's 
life, and in particular of the mysical 
and social life of London at the begin- 
ning of the eighteenth century. 

As might be expected three-quarters 
of the book deals with Handel’s life in 
London. Since he led a life of great 
activity, this is a fascinating social :com- 
mentary, as well as a detailed account 
of the circumstances attending the mu- 
Sical activities in London at that time. 
These were very considerable, and as a 
comparison with those anywhere today 
most instructive and amusing. Only as 
an addition to the study of Handel's 
music might the value of this book be 
called in question, but I believe that 
it was aimed rather at the general read- 
er than the particular musician. 


This is not a book to be read from 
cover to cover, but rather dipped into, 
and if you enjoy diaries, letters and the 
like this is the ideal bedside book, that 
can be opened at leisure and read in 
parts. It provides an amusing and hu- 
man background to what we too often 
consider a mere intellectual achieve- 
ment, that of composition, and shows 
that the troubles of the composer or 
impresario were no less in those days 
than now. 

For instance, a rehearsal of the Mes- 
siah (in those days rehearsals were at- 
tended by the public) was called off 
in favor of a murder trial, and the 
advertisement for its first performance 
included this request ... “that the 
Ladies who Honour this Performance 
with their Presence would be pleased 
to come without hoops, as it will great- 
ly increase the charity, by making room 
for more Company.” 


Reactions of patrons and friends of 
music were often not much different 
than today. Horace Walpole writes toa 
friend, after the failure of one of Han- 
del’s opera ventures, saying: . ° . “ 
told the secretary in a passion, that it 
was the last money I would ever pay 
for the folly of directors.” And a Mrs. 
Elizabeth Carter, after the first per- 
formance of Belshazzar, writes: “And 
the music, in spite of all that very bad 
performers could do to spoil if; (was) 
equal to anything I ever heard.” 

Altogether this is a most interesting 
and entertaining biography, and it is to 
the credit of Professor Deutsch, that, 
though a musicologist himself, he no- 
were allows his musical erudition to 
obdscure his wit and humor.

The Democratic leadership

Succumbs to Heart Ailment 
at Barnes Hospital After 
Four-Week Illness. 


Albert P. Greensfelder, St. 
Louis civic leader, died of a 
heart ailment Jast night at 
Barnes Hospital, where he had 
been ill for about four weeks. 
He was 75 years old and lived 
at 7041 Lindell avenue, Univer- 
sity City. 

A planning authority, Mr. 
Greensfelder was a member of 
the National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission, and the 
Missouri, St. Louis county and 
University City Planning Boards. 
He also was a former vice chair- 
man of the Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission. 

Mr. Greeénsfeider started his 
career aS an engineer on con- 
struction in 1901 with the 
Kansas Interurban Railway. The 
following year he became as- 
sistant engineer with the 
Terminal Railroad Association 
of St. Louis and remained with 
the company until 1905. 

He had been associated with 
the Fruin-Colnon Co., contract- 
ors, since 1906, serving from 
1908 to 1927 as secretary of the 
company, president from 1927 
to 1940 and from 1940 to 1950 
as chairman. Since 1950 he had 
been a consultant. 

A graduate of the old Manual 
Training School and the Wash- 
ington University School of En- 
gineering, Mr. Greensfelder was 
a director of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. and Missouri 
Portland Cement Co. He was a 
former director of the Chamber 
of Commerce of Metropolitan St. 
Louis and the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. 

He served as honorary chair- 
man of the Consulting Construc- 
tors Council of America, was a 
past president of the Engineers’ 
Club of St. Louis and honorary 
member of the American Society 
of Civil Engineers. In 1930, he 
served as a delegate to the Fifth 
International Congress of Build- 
ing and Public Works in London 
and in 1939 to the International 
Congress of Housing and Town 
Planning at Stockholm, Sweden. 

Mr. Greensfelder, a native St.

After sparing twenty minutes 
for breakfast, Nehru goes down- 
stairs to the garden to feed ahd 
play with his two Himalayan 
pandas, a gift from a northern 
frontier tribe. The pandas are 
kept in a cage, but at this writ- 
ing there are three tiger cubs 
stalking about the garden un- 
confined. The pandas are soon

Garnish Is 


Meant to Be 
Eaten, Too 
By Edith M. Barber 


HERE is an old saying that 
like many others has a fac- 
‘tual background: “We eat 


our mouths.” It is certainly true 
that f6od attractive to the eye 
has appetite appeal. - 

Many good foods lack color 
and form. They need to be gar- 
nished in some fashion. How- 
ever, appearance need not be 
the only function of a garnish. 
Crisp parsley and small leaves 
of lettuce, for instance, should 
be eaten rather than left on the 
plate. 

Wedges of tomato and orange 
slices often add a touch of flavor 
to the meat and fish with which 
they may be served. Nowadays 
we are advised that it is a good 
nutrition practice to eat the peel 
as well as the pulp of an orange 
garnish. 

If you do not care for the un- 
cooked peel, and not everyone 
does, orange slices dotted with 
batter or margarine and sprin- 
kled, if you like, with sugar or 
honey, may be broiled a few 
moments and served hot with 
any type of meat or poultry. 
Lemon or lime slices may be 
prepared on the same way for 
service with fish. 

After broiling, the fruit slices 
may be sprinkled with parsley, 
minced of course, or topped 
with a chopped pickle or chut- 
ney. By the way, seedless or 
almost seedless fruit should be 
chosen for hot garnishes. 
Broiled East Indian Fresh 

Orange Slices. 

Cut large seedless, unpeeled 
oranges into cartwheels one- 
fourth inch thick. Top each with 
one-half teaspoon butter or mar- 
garine, Broil two minutes, 
placed four inches from the 
source of the heat, with oven 
control set to broil and preheat- 
ed. Top with one teaspoon In- 
dian chutney. 

Broiled Minted Orange Slices. 

Cut large seedless, unpeeled 
oranges into cartwheels one- 
fourth inch thick. Top each with 
one-half teaspoon butter or mar- 
garine. Broil two minutes, 
placed’ four inches from the 
source of heat, with oven con- 
trol set to broil and preheated. 
Pour one teaspoon mint sirup 

over the surface. 
Honey Broiled Oranges. 


Cut large seedless, unpeeled 
oranges into cartwheels one- 
fourth inch thick. Top each with 
one-half teaspoon butter or mar- 
garine and_ three-fourths-tea- 
spoon strained honey. Broil two 
minutes, placed four inches from 
the source of heat with oven 
control set to broil and pre- 
heated.

Turning from the waistline, roll 
over onto the right arm, roll 
back to the first position, roll 
over onto the left arm and back 
again. Repeat 10 times. 

2. Lie on your back again. 
Bend arms so elbows are per- 
pendicular to the floor and rest 
your fingers on your shoulders. 
Quickly slap the backs of both 
upper arms against the floor. 
Raise your arms again and re- 
peat the slapping movement. Ten 
to 20 times are not too many, 
but careful there—don’t hit the 
floor hard enough to cause 
bruising.

it imperative ot play 18 holes of golf. The fact that his 
heart, blood vessels and other parts of the internal machine 
are geared for sitting down and may not be able suddenly 
to accommodate themselves to a strenuous five-mile walk 
up and down hill doesn’t bother him a bit. The chances 
are that same man would not drive his brand-new car at 
80 miles an hour without first breaking it in.

WE TEND TO PAY a good deal more attention to our 
machinery than we do our bodies. An airplane pilot learns 
early in his training the necessity of warming up the engine 
before taking off—a safety measure against its quitting at 
a crucial time after he leaves the ground. This warm-up 
is needed to heat the oil, loosen the grease, and heat the 
metal parts for most ¢fficient and dependable operation of 
the motor. ss 
Though our bodies are unlike machinery in being able 
to adapt to changing ¢onditions, there are limits of adapta- 
tion. Your body requires a certain amount of time for 
adjusting itself to new demands.

THE RECENT PAN-AMERICAN GAMES in mile-high

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Long, Uphill Fight to Conquer Polio 


First Step Came in 1909 When Virus Causing It Was Discovered; Other Milestones in Campaign 
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DR. KARL NDSTEINER, AN 
AUSTRIAN, WHO DISCOVERED 
THE POLIO VIRUS IN 1909. HE 
IS PICTURED AS HE APPEARED 
IN 1930 WHEN HE WON THE 
NOBEL PRIZE FOR MEDICINE, 


The fight to conquer polio 
has been a long, uphill battle, 
filled with tragedy and occa- 
sional triumph and climaxed 
last week by the dramatic an- 
nouncement that the Salk vac- 
cine is safe, effective and 
potent. What is this disease 
that killed and crippled 
through the centuries? Who 
made victory over it possible? 
Following is the first of two 
articles telling the fascinating 
step-by-step story in one of 
man’s greatest medical vic- 
tories.

OLIO has left its crippling 

brand on humanity down 

through the ages, but until 
less than 50 years ago it was 
still the “unknown killer.” Its 
cause, treatment and preven- 
tion were all wrapped up in a 
mysterious, frightening scien- 
tific puzzle. Only the dreaded 
results were known—an initial 
fever, a certain numbness and 
then helpless paralysis and the 
withering of arms and legs. 


Although existence of polio is 
fairly well established as far 
back as the days of ancient 
Egypt, it was not even identified 
as a distinct disease until 1840. 
Observing the crippling toll it 
took of children, nineteenth 
-century doctors called it “in- 
fantile paralysis” and blamed 
the illness on “teething” and 
“fevers.” 

And despite the twentieth 
century advances in medicine, 
the polio rate kept increasing. 
Last year there were 38,741 
cases reported in the United 
States. Even as late as 1953, 
polio caused more deaths in 
the United States than any oth- 
er communicable disease. 

Today, polio is on the run— 
science has unraveled its life 
story. The eventual final vic- 
tory over “the crippler” is near 
at hand. 

At the University of Michigan, 
climaxing medical history’s most 
ambitious mass experiment, the 
vaccine developed by Dr. Jonas 
E. Salk was judged safe, ef- 
fective and potent in preventing 
all three types of paralytic 
polio. 

Doctors believe polio may soon 
be as uncommon as diphtheria 
and smallpox because of the 
success of the Salk vaccine. But 
Dr. Salk himself, hailed as he 
is today by all the civilized 
world, would be the first to pay 
tribute to the generations of 
dedicated men who laid the 
groundwork for his vaccine. 

Sometimes man can prevent 
diseases without understanding 
what causes them. This is what 
happened in 1796 to an English 
country doctor, Edward Jenner, 
who established the principle of 
vaccination without fully under- 
standing what he had done. It 
was Jenner who inoculated into 
the arm of a 14-year-old boy 
some germ-filled matter taken 
from an open sore on the hand 
of a dairy maid. The boy was 
made immune to smallpox, a 
deadly disease of human beings 
that is related to cowpox, 

What had happened was this: 
The boy received weakened cow- 
pox germs from the dairy maid's 
infection and from them he ac- 
quired a mild dose of the dis- 
ease which did something to the 
body to make it able to with- 
stand smallpox. Today we know 
exactly what the cowpox germs 
did. Dr. Jenner did not. But 
he had established the principle 
of vaccination. 

Next came Drs. Robert Koch 
and Louis Pasteur, who in the 
1880s showea that infections are 
caused by bacteria (germs). 
These germs are continually at- 
tacking the body and when their 
invasions are successful, sick- 
ness and death may result. The 
success or failure of the inva- 
sion depends upon the strength 
of the defending forces — the 
antibodies. 

Antibodies are chemical prod- 
ucts of the cells which can en- 


velop and _ destroy invading 
germs. For each germ there 
is a corresponding antibody 


capable of dealing with it. It 
is good to have antibodies in 
the blood and the more the bet- 
ter. We can get them in two 
ways: a natural infection and an 
artificial infection. Injection 6f 
a vaccine is really a way of giv- 
ing an artificial infection with 
germs so weakened that they 
cannot cause the disease, but 
still potent enough to stimulate 
the production of antibodies. 

Smallpox, diphtheria, rabies, 
yellow fever, tetanus, typhoid 
fever and cholera — all were 
tamed by vaccination. 

Polio, however, did not yield 
to the march of scientific prog- 
ress and the triumph of sanitary 
conditions.. Instead, polio cases 
increased greatly while other in- 


fectious diseases were brought’ 


under control. In the middle of 
the nineteenth century epidemics 
were reported in Norway, France 
and Sweden. In the summer of 


1894, in the Otter Creek valley. 


region centering ‘around Rut-

land, Vt., a terrifying epidemic 
broke out. More than 100 Ver- 
mont children became the Unit- 
ed States’ first recorded polio 
epidemic victims. Several died. 

There also was a _ gradual 
climb in the “age-incidence” of 
polio. At first is seemed to be al- 
most entirely a disease of chil- 
dren under five years of age, 
and almost 90 percent of the 
paralytic cases was concentrat- 
ed in the 0-4 age group. But 
later the maximum attack rates 
shifted to the 5-9 group, then 
7-15 and even 15-23. 

The World Health Organiza- 
tion reported not long ago: 

“Today the age-incidence con- 
tinues to rise and in a few high- 
ly developed countries it is now 
above 30 years.” 

The reasons for these devel- 
opments became known only re- 
cently and illuminated the en- 
tire polio problem. Today many 
doctors agree with Dr. George 
Le Roy, associate dean of the 
Division of Biological Sciences 
at the University of Chicago, 
who calls polio a “disease of 
civilization.” 

In retrospect, it is easy to un- 
derstand and explain polio, but 
nothing could be done to attack 
it until the first big “break- 
through” was made in 1909. 
Then it was learned that polio is 
caused by an invisible agent 
called a virus—a particle so 
small (between 10 and 30-mil- 
lionths of a millimeter) as to be 
out of range of the most power- 
ful miscroscopes. 


papers began to report on 

what they called a “strange 
epidemic” which already had 
claimed 14 lives. Doctors at- 
tributed the epidemic to “the 
prolonged damp weather of this 
spring and early summer.” Be- 
fore the summer of 1916 was 
over, some 27,000 persons— 
mostly children—in the north- 
eastern United'States were crip- 
pled by polio. More than 6000 
of them died. 

The heaviest tolls were re- 
corded in New York City; 2000 
dead, 7000 others felled, many 
of them crippled for life. Amer- 
ica had experienced its first 
large-scale polio epidemic. 

Three elements stood out sig-

‘nificantly, but went unappre- 


ciated at the time. First, the 
disease, which had been called 
“infantile paralysis,” hit young 
children, teen-agers and adults. 

Second, the cases followed no 
intelligible pattern of «geogra- 
phy or family. Of two brothers 
sharing the same room, eating at 
the same table and going to the 
same school, one would come 
down with polio and not the 
other. Third, of some 350 chil- 
dren who lived with their fami- 
lies on appropriately named 
Barren Island in Jamaica Bay, 
not one contacted polio. 

What distinguished Barren 
Island from the rest of New 
York? It was a veritable cess- 
pool, with flies and rats every- 
where, no sewage system and 
no garbage collection. With no 
public water supply, the Bar- 
ren Islanders got their drink- 
ing water from shallow wells. 
And yet—not one case of polio. 

The pieces of the puzzle were 
there, but the theory that would 
put them together in a coherent 
whole~had not yet been evolved. 
Then in 1909, a first step in the 
eventual solution of the puzzle 
came when Dr. Karl Landstein- 
er, an Austrian, discovered the 
polio virus. He showed that

It was the first “skirmish” 
victory: science had a laboratory 
animal it could use to study 
polio. 

A word about “viruses.” Re- 
search has shown them to be dif- 
ferent from bacteria. 

Bacteria can grow indepen- 
dently and reproduce like higher 
forms of life. Viruses require 
the “atmosphere” of cell tissue 


' Jn order to grow. They are para- 


sites, taking over the cell’s nat- 
ural mechanisms and choking 
them off. 

This is the real viciousness of 
polio. It attacks the cells of 
the central nervous system and 
since this cell tissue cannot re- 
generate itself, the areas of the 
body controlled by the virus- 
attacked cells are stricken per- 
manently. . 

Although Dr. Landsteiner’s

a manner. But the ease of re- 
counting the feat masks its real 
importance. Consider what Dr. 
Enders’s work’ meant: 

1. It upset the old theory that 
polio virus had a particular at- 
traction to nerve cells alone (the 
idea behind the ill-fated nose 
spray tests). Dr. Enders’s 
achievement demonstrated the 
polio virus could grow in other 
cells. 

2. It opened the way for a 
safe, relatively cheap and ample 
supply of pure vaccine—since 
vaccines can be made only from 
viruses. 

It was safe because there was 
now a way of growing the vi- 
rus in non-neural cells. Previ- 
ously, any vaccine made from 
viruses living in nerve tissues 
brought with it the threat of en- 
cephalomyelitis (inflammation of 
the brain).

findings were significant, no 
great progress was made in the 
polio battle for more than two 
decades. 

As late as 1937, experiments 
were tried with disappointing 
and even tragic results because 
science still lacked the basic 
knowledge on the virus’s course 
in the body. 

The mid-1930s theory, briefly, 
was that the virus somehow got 
into the body, attached itself to 
nerve endings and followed the 
nerve fibers to the brain, where 
it flourished at the expense of 
the vital cells. So far so good, 
but the idea was advanced that 
the virus entered through the 
nasal passages. 

In 1936 and 1937 field trials 
were held in Toronto, Canada, 
and in Alabama. Some 10,000 
children received a chemical 
spray to seal up their nostrils. 

It sealed up their nostrils— 
but that was all it accomplished. 


Then in 1938 the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis was founded by President 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. Many 
years before, the vigorous and 
well-built Roosevelt had been 
struck down by polio. 

With the aid of his law part- 
ner, Basil O’Connor, the foun- 
dation was organized “to lead, 
unify and direct” the polio fight. 


Work was begun on typing 
polio virus, since there were in- 
dications that more than one 
strain was active. It was found 
eventually that three main virus 
families existed—Lansing. Leon 
and Brunhilde. 

The first got its name from 
Lansing, Mich., where the virus 
had been isolated from the nerve 
cells of a young polio victim. 

The second came from the 
name of a Los Angeles boy. 

Brunhilde was a monkey in 
an eastern laboratory which sup- 
plied the third virus,

ACCINE studies were revised 
Vi. take into account the fact 
that an effective inoculation 
must protect against all three 
types of polio. 

The discovery of antibiotics 
gave researchers more freedom 
in their laboratories—there was 
no need for elaborate sterile 
procedures once tissue cultures 
got a squirt of antibiotic. 

The need for blood plasma to 
treat combat troops for shock 
under war conditions led to the 
development of gamma globulin 
(GG). Using the “fractionating”’ 
method to break down blood 
into solid components, scientists 
incidentally found that GG con- 
tained a large share of anti- 
bodies. 

Between 1949 and 1952 the 
break-through on the polio front 
occurred and set the stage for 
a workable, safe and effective 
vaccine. - 

The most important single 
achievement was made in 1949 
by Dr. John F. Enders, a bac- 
teriologist at Harvard Medical 
School 


‘Together with two younger 
assistants, Dr. Thomas H. Weller, 
also of Harvard, and Dr. Fred- 
erick C. Robbins, now at West- 
ern Reserve Medical School in 
Cleveland, Dr. Enders developed 
a method of successfully growing 
polio virus in tissue cultures 
(“slices” of cells) composed of 
non-nervous system tissue. 

It was the first time science 
was able to grow virus in such 
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tissue-produced vaccine might

prevent. Dr. Enders solved that 
problem. 

His work also made possible 
large-scale production of vac- 
cine. By placing a tiny quantity 
of virus in hundreds of test 
tubes containing tissue cultures, 
a veritable vaccine production 
line can be set up. Viruses 
“feed” on cells and thus multi- 
ply. After five days in the tubes, 
the cells are destroyed, but the 
viruses have reproduced in 
abundance.

EANWHILE, at the Univer- 
Mis of Pittsburgh, Dr. Wil- 
liam McD. Hammon, work- 
ing with the war-developed gam- 
ma globulin, found that even the 
small amount of antibodies in 
GG gave some polio protection. 
In 1952, Drs. Dorothy Horst- 
mann of Yale and David Bodian 
of Johns Hopkins found that 
polio virus traveled in the blood- 
streams of monkeys. This sug- 
gested that the virus could be 
met and repelled in the blood- 
stream by the disease-fighting 
antibodies before reaching the 
nerve tissue. 
Between 1948 and 1952, Drs. 
Howard A. Howe and Isabel 
Morgan of Johns Hopkins dem- 


onstrated that polio virus 
“killed” or “inactivated” with 
the chemical formalin could 


stimulate antibodies production 
without provoking paralysis. 

At this point, a brilliant young 
scientist named Jonas E. Salk 
took over as director of the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh’s virus re- 
search laboratory and began 
building on this accumulation of 
knowledge. 

In less than two years he had 

‘ developed a polio vaccine con- 
sidered safe and effective enough 
to warrant the largest mass med- 
ical experiment in history.

Contract 
Bridge 


By Ely Culbertson | 


T HE question of sacrificing 


(or not sacrificing) against 

the opponents’ slam contract 
is probably the most difficult in 
bridge, and the problem is even 
tougher when the vulnerability 
conditions “favor” the non-slam- 
bidding side. Theoretically, a 
non-vulnerable pair can afford 
to go down almost any number 
of tricks and still show a profit 
against the score the enemy 


would have made from a vulner- 
able slam, but on a practical 
basis the matter is not that 
simple. Let’s consider a typical 
case: 

South, dealer 

East-West pagan

North-South were using weak 
two-bids, and the auction pro- 
ceeded: 


South West North East

If this bidding looks strange 
—it was. Yet, the explanation 
is simple. North went in for 
some not-so-subtle bluffing with 
his two no-trump overcall of 
two spades, and South read the 
bid for what it was when East, 
vulnerable, jumped to four 
spades. South therefore doubled 
the contract to back up his 
partner’s psychic, knowing that 
North would not be able to 
stand the double and hoping 
that the opponents would be 
afraid to bid higher. 


Unfortunately for North- 
South, however, East also was 
fully aware of the opposing ma- 
chinations and, confident that 
North had a defenseless hand, 
he risked the slam bid for two 
reasons: (1) If the slam depend- 
ed on the club finesse, it fig- 
ured to be right; and (2) there 
was a good chance that the 
enemy would “save” even at the 
seven-level. 


Obviously, it was this second 
chance that panned out for East 
—but that leads us back to our 
theme: how sacrificial should 
you be? It is very clear that 
North went much too far in that 
spirit. Granted, he had reason 
to be pessimistic, but he cer- 
tainly could not be sure that the 
six-spade contract would make, 
and in any event a seven-dia- 
mond bid would scarcely get off 
with a light punishment.

U.N. Plan to. 
Ease Plight 
Of Refugees

NEW YORK. 
HAD the pleagure the other 
| sient of having the High Com- 
missioner for Refugees, Dr. 
Van Heuven-Goedhart, dine with 
me and tell me a little about his 
hope for the new plan for refu- 
gees which the U.N. General 
Assembly decided ‘on last Oc- 
tober. A new fund is to be cre- 
ated to achieve permanent solu- 
tion of the problem of certain 
refugees who fall within the 
High Commissioner’s mandate. 
The High Commissioner already 
had a small fund for emergency 
assistance, and this new fund 

would be combined with that. 
There are nearly 1,000,000 ref- 


" ugees within the High Commis- 


sioner’s mandate. These are 

largely in Europe, but of them 

only about 300, 000 had not been 

assimilated by the end of 1954 

into the countries in which they 

were living. 
s = & 

THE PRESENT program for 
permanent solution is designed 
to help ‘this group. There are 
still 76,000 refugees in camps 
in Germany, Austria, Italy and 
Greece. Many of these have been 
in camps for at least 10 years. 
In many cases the difficulty is 
that some member or members 
of the family are ill and there- 
fore the family has been unable 
to migrate. 

The estimate is that at most 
100,000 of these refugees will be 


-able, even in the next year, to 


migrate. Therefore’ it seems 

essential to settle these people 

in the country where they are, 

which means perhaps moving 

them to some place where they 

can find work and get settled. 
ae 

OF THIS $1,000,000 will be 
used for emergency assistance 
and the remainder for programs 
of integration. These will in- 
clude vocational training, hous- 
ing, loans to small business men 
to establish new business, loans 
to farmers to improve their land 
and to craftsmen to set up new 
industries. 

The United States Govern- 
ment supported this program 
for the first time in the General 
Assembly and agreed to ask for 
an appropriation from Congress. 
It is hoped that our Congress 
will realize this is the only way 
really to help these refugees, 
who. are among the _ saddest 
groups of people in the world. 
We hope that if this program is 
successfully carried through it 
will end one of the~ Soviet 
Union’s best arguments against 
the free nations for not return- 
ing all refugees to their coun- 
tries of origin.
